CRIMINAL TABLES FOE THE YEAR 1858. 



PREFATORY REMARKS. 

The Tables showing the number of persons committed, or bailed for offences, for trial at 
Assizes and Quarter Sessions, in the several counties and towns in Ireland in the year 
1858, with the result of the proceedings, have been furnished, as in previous years, by 
the Local Inspectors of the several Gaols, and are compiled from Returns made by the 
Clerks of the Crow'u and Peace, pui'suant to 7th George IV., cap. 74, and from the 
records of the gaols. Prom the last-named source the age, sex, and state of iustruction 
of the several persons on committal have been ascertained. 

The number of cases before magistrates and petty sessions, and the number of persons 
committed within the year (to the county and town gaols), for drunkenness, under the 
Act of 6 and 7 William IV., cap. 38, are inserted at foot of each County Return, fur- 
nished by the Local Inspectors, and a Summary Table showing the number of such in 
each county in the years 1857 and 1858 is given at page xxiii ; but these numbers are 
excluded in the calculations, &c., in these remarks. 

From the Returns furnished by the several Local Inspectors the under-named Summary 
Tables have been compiled.

The number of persons committed for trial at Assizes and Quarter Sessions in 1858 was 
6,308, being a reduction of 12'51 per cent, on the committals of the previous year, viz., 
7,210.

A comparison of the particular olFonees included in each of the sections in the returns 
for 1858 with those for 1857 affords the: following details.

^ 08^116 committals for “Murder” in 1858 were 36 against 5:2 in 1857; for Attempts at 

Pereou. Murder, 2C against 38. “Shooting at, Stabbing, Wounding, &c.,” reckoned 79 committals 
in 1857 and 54 in 185S. ‘'Manslaxighter” fell from 139 in J857 to 125 in 1858. “Ab- 
duction” in 1858 gave 12 committals against 17 in the previous year. “Assaults'’ were 
nearly the same in both years — viz., 1,077 in 1S57, and l,G49 in 1858. Offences against 
Female Chastity are tire only erimes in this section whicli exhibit an increase, viz., 86 in 
1858 against 73 in 1857.

“Robbery” 88 to 
violence. 05 . “Taking and holding forcible jiossession,” however, shows an increase, 199 persons 
having been sent for trial for this offence in 1858 against 176 in 1857.

The committals included in this section were in 1858 a third less than in 1857 ; although 
two of the crimes included exhiliit an increase over 1857, viz. : — “ Attacking and injuring 
Dwelling-houses, &c.,” numbering 21 committals against 13 in the previous year; and 
“Killing and maiming Cattle” 12 against 5 in 1857. “Other Malicious offences” on the 
other hand fell from 36 in 1857 to 4 in 1858. 



Class V. Class — Forgery and other offences against the Currency. 

^d^oSer section shows the greatest proportional decline as compared with 1857, amounting 

offences to 3774 per cent.; the committals in 1857 having been lOU and 66 only in 1858. Offences 

^instthe against the Cun-eney taken- as a whole fell from 86 in 1857 to 53 in 1858; and the 
Currency, several descriptions of Forgery from 20 to 13.

“Keeping disorderlv houses” 18 agaimst 10; and unclassified misdemeanors 286 against 
211 in 18.57.

Of the 2,958 not convicted in 1857, 18 or O'Gl per cent, were found insane ; 1.327 = 
44*86 per cent., not guilty on trial ; in 971 instances = 32*83 per cent., no bills were 
found ; no prosecutions took place in 492 eases = 10*63 per cent. ; and 150 persons were 
bailed and not tried = 5*07 per cent. 



Insane Offender. 

Of the 18 persons found insane, 3 were charged with murder, 1 with shooting at, 7 with 
assaults, 2 with simple larceny, 1 with arson. 1 with an unclassified felony, and 1 with an 
unclassified misdemeanor.

Between 1855 and 1856 the decline in male committals was 15'32, and that of females 
33’11 per cent. In 1857 the male committals exceeded those in 185G by 7*08 per cent., 
whilst the females exhibited a reduction of 12‘48 per cent. 



Education. 

An inspection of the following Table shows that the prisoners of 1858 were, as com- 
p^ed with those of 1857, less educated, but still far in advance of those committed in any 
of the years between 1852 and 1856, both inclusive ; the highest proportion in any of these 
years who could “ read and write” having been 25’50 per cent in 1854, whilst this class 
was 27'36 per cent, on the committals of 1858. The proportion of prisoners returned as 
having been able to “ read only” is, however, below any of the years included in the Table. 
The Table excluding the persons whose state of instruction on committal could not be 
ascertained, shows similar results.
